An  account  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district, 
together  with  details  of  inspections  ms.de  and  nuisances  abated 
during  the  same  period  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  Piper. 


There  was  no  great  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year,  and  no  deaths  directly  due  to  infectious  disease. 


Paoilities  are  available  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
throughout  the  district  for  protective  immunisation  against 
diptheria  and  whooping  cough. 

The  area  is  extensively  served  by  the  Bucks  Water  Board. 
Suspected  well  waters  are  promptly  sampled  through  the  agency  of  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratories  as  Oxford  and  Stoke  Mandeville. 
Every  endeavour  is  made  to  get  piped  water  supplies  to  dwellings, 
dairies  and  cowsheds  wherever  practicable,  and  sewage  conveyed  by 
the  water  carriage  system  from  an  increasing  number  of  house 
properties . 

I  should  like  to  thank  all  Councillors  for  their  willing 
assistance,  courtesy  and  helpful  guidance  in  all  matters  connected 
with  public  health  in  the  district.  Also  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  Surveyor  and  the  public  health  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.

PATHOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES . 

The  arrangement  is  continued  for  medical  practitioners  in  this 
district  to  enjoy  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Emergency  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Oxford. 

The  laboratory  at  the  Ministry  of  Pensions,  Stoke  Mandeville 
Hospital,  Aylesbury,  continues  to  examine  and  report  upon  pathological, 
milk  and  water  samples  submitted  by  statutory  officers  for 
bacteriological  examination. 


DIPTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Arrangements  are  made  by  the  Bucks  County  Council  for  the 
immunisation  of  children  under  one  year,  and  of  school  age,  free  of 
charge.  This  is  carried  out  by  general  practitioners  and  at 
Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  schools.  132  children  were  immunised 
during  the  year. 

The  district  being  essentially  rural  is  also  served  by  a 
mobile  immunisation  clinic  recently  provided.  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  serving  the  district  are  held  at  Winslow,  Bletchley, 
Buckingham  and  Steeple  Claydon.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year 

1947. 

During  this  year,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  P.  Clarke  who 
has  returned  from  HAM.  Services,  it  has  been  possible  to  reorganise 
the  department  generally,  and  the  ensuing  allocation  of  duties,  and 
attention  to  routine  inspections  has  shown  a  gradual  progress  that 
was  not  attainable  throughout  the  war  years. 

Undoubtedly  the  main  Public  Health  problems  in  this 
Council’s  area  arise  from  the  lack  of  proper  sewerage  facilities. 
Provision  of  the  Council’s  proposed  schemes  wall  mark  a  very 
considerable  advance  in  the  standard  of  the  Sanitary  circumstances 
of  this  district. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
support  and  help  offered  to  me  by  all  members  of  the  Council  and  staff 
during  the  past  year.

Sewer  ditches  have  been  periodically  cleared  out.  Approximately 
250  yards  of  offensive  ditches  have  been  piped  in. 

The  Sewage  disposal  works  throughout  the  district  receive  routine 
maintenance  and  inspection,  and  with  the  exception  of  the  one  or  two 
obsolete  works  which  will  be  replaced  by  future  schemes  they  are 
generally  satisfactory. 

It  must  be  noted,  however,  that  the  rabidly  increasing  number  of 
housing  estates  is  giving  rise  to  additional  isolated  Disposal  works 
and  the  circumstances  are  such,  that  in  the  near  future  consideration 
will  have'  to  be  given  to  the  formation  of  a  mobile  squad  of  workmen 
provided  with  suitable  transport  whose  job  it  will  be,  to  maintain 
the  scattered  'Sewage  disposal  works,  and  prevent  them  falling  into 
disrepair.

Rf FUSIL  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL . 

The  direct  labour  scheme  put  into  force  by  the  Council  at  the 
end  of  1947  shows  excellent  results  and  both  the  collection  and 
control  of  tipping  has  improved  considerably.  The  Winslow  tip 
will  shortly  be  completely  filled,  when  all  disposal  for  the  area 
will  be  concentrated  at  Little  HorwooG.

many  changes  during  the  war  years)  and  every  effort  will  bo 
made  to  improve  the  present  standard  where  necessary. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

In  view  of  the  very  Rural  nature  of  this  area,  which  is 
predominately  agricultural,  the  most  effective  method  of  control 
has  been  found  to  be  provided  by  close  liason  with  the  Rest 
Destruction  Department  of  the  Bucks  Agricultural  executive 
Committee . 

All  cases  of  infestation  are  notified  to  this  department  who 
take  immediate  stops  and  who  aro  able  to  tackle  the  problems  in 
the  light  of  their  general  schemes  for  that  area.
